It Works Well 
—For the Employers 


e» When the labor-hating Herald Tribune 
pretends to be coming to the “rescue” of the 
right to strike, it is necessary to look be- 
neath the surface. 

The Tribune says that Wiltiam S. Knud- 
sen's proposals for lengthy, compulsory 
“cooling-off” periods, is too drastic.“ Of 
Knudsen's proposal that strike votes must 
be taken under the auspices of the govern- 
ment, the Tribune piously suggests that this 
is a “very definite restriction on the right 
to strike.“ 

But the Tribune pretends to criticize 
these proposals of Knudsen’s only in order 
to appear as a “friend of labor” and to ad- 
vocate one of the most dangerous proposals 
that has been advanced. This is the one to 
place labor in all “defense” industries under 
an act that would be similar to the Railroad 
Labor Act. 

The Tribune says that the Railway La- 
bor Act has worked “so well within its 
sphere.” Yes, it has worked well—for the 
wealthy owners of the roads gnd at the ex- 
pense of the workers. If there are a mil- 
lion unemployed railroad workers today in 
the country, if the speed-up of the railroad 
worker has increased at a greater rate than 
in most industries, if the railroad workers’ 
wages are far too low—this is mainly the 
work of the Railway Labor Act, with its 
complicated machinery for holding down 
the fighting power of the workers. 

The employers are trying to take a lesson 
from the Railroad Labor Act. But the labor 
movement should learn from the bitter ex- 


perience of the railroad workers and put 


their foot down against any legislation or 
plans modeled upon that Act.

A Victory for Free Elections 


Ihe restoration of Eugene P. Connolly 
—anti-war candidate of the American La- 
bor Party—to the ballot in the 17th Con- 
gressional District, is a victory for free elec- 
tions.

It is a revealing commentary on the So- 
cial-Democratic clique within the ALP that 
it formed a united front with Tammany 
Hall in an attempt to prevent the people of 
the 17th District from choosing their own 
candidates.

It Should Be —

» In line with the indignant feelings of 
large numbers of parents, the Citizens Union 
has asked for modification of the “released 
time” religious law in order to halt the dis- 
crimination that is being practised under it. 

The Citizens Union charges that “efforts 
in the schools to build up the religious classes 
are continuing and some of the teachers, 
outside of classes, are acting as recruiting 
agents.“ 

At the time of the law's passage, it was 
feared in many quarters that the law would 
be used to encourage religious discrimina- 
tion in the schools.

those attending the religious classes and 
when cards were handed around in school for 
recruiting purposes. 

Protests of the parents put a stop to 
these: violations of the law. The victory
